CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 


In the Senate, on the 19th, House bill for 
the sale of the Fort Bliss (Tex.) Military 
Reservation and the selection of a new site 
was passed. A preambleand resolution was 
agreed to providing for an investigation into 
alleged excessive inter-State freight nates 
which prevents Western farmers from 
marketing their produce, After considera- 
tion of minor questions, Mr. Blair resumed 
his speech in favor of the Educational bill, 
giving way, later, for an executive session 
...-In the House a favorable report upon the 
bill providing for the appointment of repre- 
sentatives to the International Industria? 
Conference at Madrid, April 1 next, was pre-. 
sented. Bills were passed providing for ju- 
dicial districts for North and South Dakota. 
Consideration of the Oklahoma bill was then 
resumed. 

IN the Senate, on the 20th, the resolution 
callingon the Attorney-General for informa- 
tion regarding the killing of Deputy United 
States Marshal Saunders at Quincy, Fla., was 
passed ; after which Mr. Blair continued his 
speech in favor of the Educational bill, show- 
ing that it wasa distinctive party measure; 
had been made part of the Republican Na- 
tional platform in 1884, and several State 
platforms, North and South, since, and had 
also been approved by President Harrison, 
who had assisted in fashioning many of its 
details, and had twice voted for it....In the 
House the discussion on the location of the 
Worild’s Fair in 1892 was commenced, the 
claims of the various cities being ably pre- 
sented by many speakers. 

In the Senate, on the 21st, a large amount 
of calendar business was disposed of, and 
the Oklahoma Town-Site bill was discussed 
at length but without result. Among the 
bills passed were a large number making 
apprepriations for public buildings in vari- 
ous cities...... In the House the discussion 
of tlte question of the location of the World’s 
Fair in 1892 was continued, strong arguments 
being advanced in favor of the various com- 
veting cities. 

In the Senate, onthe 24th, Mr. Chandler, 
rising to a question of personal privilege, 
charged Senator Call with garbling the offi- 
cial report and using language personally 
offensive to him. Mr. Call defended his 
course, and a long argument, participated 
in byseveral members ensued, the matter 
finally going over. The educational Dill 
came up as unfinished business, 
and Mr. Faulkner addressed the Senate in 
opposition to it ..... In the House the entire 
day was taken up with balloting for the 
selection of a site for the World’s Fair in 
1892, which resulted, on the eighth ballot, in 
the choice of Chicago by the following vote: 
Chicago 157, New York 107, St. Louis 25, 
Washington 18. 

PERSONAL AND POLITICAL. 

GEORGE FRANCIS TRAIN is perfecting 
plans for his proposed trip around the 
world, which he expects to accomplish 
within sixty days, starting from Tacoma, 
Wash. 

ConsENsuS of opinion about the 
Dominion Parliament is that the new 
extradition treaty as ratified by the 
United States Senate is all that could 
be desired. 

On the 20th Governor Hill of New 
York signed the World’s Fair bill. 

Ir is said that the operation per- 
formed upon young Abraham Lincoln, 
son of the United States Minister to 
England, is pronounced by the physi- 
cians tobe in every respect successful, 
and there is now reason to believe that 
he will recover. 

On the 22d J. B. Hilton, son of Judge 
Hilton, of New York, and manager of 
the London branch of the latter’s dry- 
goods business, died at Bournemouth, 
England, from the effects of influenza. 

THE St. James Gazette deduces from 
the result of the German elections the 
conclusion that it is unsafe to extend 
the franchise to the ignorant common- 
alty. ‘The hesson which has just been 
taught to Germany by the liberal ex- 
tension of the franchise,” it says, ‘‘ap- 
plies to ‘England in the matter of free 
education and many other questions 
which unthinking politicians bring for- 
ward from time to time.” 

RouMANIA has decided to ask Russia 
to recal] M. Hetrivo, Russian Minister 
to Roumania, on account of his implica- 
tion in the plots against Prince Ferdi- 
nand. 

On the 23d the boy-King of Spain was 
again indisposed, although it was stated 
that his illness was not serious. 

Tue Sultan of Zanzibar telegraphed to 
Emperor William announcing his suc- 
cession to the throne and expressing his 
devotion to Germany. 

Ir is said that Henry Villard is inter- 
esting himself in St. Paul and Minne- 
apolis street railways and gas plants. 

On the 24th Judge Garrison, of Phila- 
delphia, rebuked certain parties for an 
attempt to influence a witness ina crim- 
inal trial. 

On the 24th the address in reply to the 
speech from the throne was adopted in 
the British House of Commons. 

On the 24th John E. Reyburn, of Phil- 
adelphia, the successor of William D. 
Kelley in the House of Representatives, 
was sworn in and took his seat. 

THE Silver Bow (Mont.) contest for 
sheriff was decided in favor of the Dem- 
-ocratic contestant.

CRIMES AND CASUALTIES. 


GEorRGE McBrierRty, the notorious 
wife-beater, who has been such a sourve 
of annoyance to the people of Salisbury, 
Md., was tied to an electric-light pole 
early on the morning of the 20th, 
stripped of his coat and vest and severe- 
ly horse-whipped by Mr. R. D. Grier and 
his brother, F. G. Grier, proprietors of a 
large machine-shop and iron foundry. 

On the 22d an explosion occurred at 
the Armour-Cudahy Packing House, at 
South Omaha, Neb., which resulted in 
the death of two men, and which may be 
followed by the death of many others, 
who were severely wounded. 

On the 2ist, as M. Tauchanovitch, 
Serviagy Minister of the Interior, was 
leaving his bureau in Belgrade, he was 
seriously wounded in the head by a 
stone thrown by a bystander. Efforts 
were made to arrest the assailant, but 
he succeeded in escaping. 








NEAR Cambria, O., on the 20th, Saun- 
ders Buckley and his cousin, Letitia 
Buckley, were struck by lightning. The 
former was instantly killed and the lat- 
ter probably fatally injured. 

ADDITIONAL news of the storm on the 
Chinese coast, which occurred January 
26, is to the effect that the storm swept 
to sea three hundred fishing boats from 
the Toukomo and Chosie Kadsusa dis- 
tricts. Funeral services were keld for 
about six hundred persons supposed to 
have been drowned. Whole villages are 
in mourning. m 

It is reported that negro incendiaries 
at Rocky Mount, N. C., sent a notice to 
prominent citizens there, on the 20th, 
informing them that if the Rocky Mount 
Light Infantry was ordered out the ne- 
groes would kill them all, if they had to 
shoot them from ambush. 

ON the 24th, by a fall of the roof of 
the new Flora Concert Hall at Ham- 
burg, a large number of Welsh work- 
men were killed and many injured. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

AxnoutT the middle of March the Ger- 
man Labor Conference will meet in Ber- 
lin. England, France, Austria, Belgium, 
Holland, Italy, Sweden and Switzer- 
land will participate. Russia and Amer- 
ica have declined to take part. 

OWING to the prevalence of influenza, 
the Congregation of the Universal In- 
quisition at Rome has issued a decree 
signed by Cardinal Monaco, and pub- 
lished in the official organ of the Vati- 
can, abolishing the Lenten fast of this 
year throughout the whole world. This 
is the first decree of the kind ever is- 
sued from the Vatican. 

IN many parts of Sicily the early 
spring crops have been destroyed by 
heavy snows, and the resultant distress 
which must last for several months has 
already begun. 

IMPORTATION of American swine meat 
into Germany is again permitted, but 
only atone port—that of Kiel—where 
such an elaborate system of inspection 
has been established that it is thought 
impossible for any danger to exist of 
diseased meats slipping through. 

ON the 24th Chicago was selected by 
the House of Representatives as the 
place for holding the World’s Fair in 
1892, in honor of the discovery of Amer- 
ica by Christopher Columbus. The 
choice was made on the eighth ballot, 
the vote being: Chicago, 157; New York, 
107; St. Louis, 25; Washington, 18. 

CoMPLETE returns of the late elections 
for the German Reichstag show the fol- 
lowing results: Conservatives, 52; Im- 
perialists, 16; Centrists, 90; Freissinnigs, 
22; National Liberals, 16; Socialists, 21; 
Alsatians, 21; Poles, 14; Guelphs, 2; Dane, 
1. The number of re-ballots necessary 
is 151. 

New York capitalists will endeavor 
to recover $4,000,000 which the Supreme 
Court says has been collected by cus- 
toms officers in violation of law. 

‘‘BoomERS” are gathering along the 
southern edge of the Cherokee Strip, 
anticipating its opening for settlement. 

A REIGN of terror is said to prevail in 
the island of Cuba. 
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CONDENSED TELEGRAMS. 


TuE Steel Car Company of New York 
is organizing a $1,000,000 company to 
erect works at Chattanooga, Tepn. The 
company will purchase 1,000 acres of 
land adjoining the city, and in addition 
to the stoel works will put up a rolling 
mill. 

Mason, TENN., was visited by a ter- 
rific hail storm on the 24th. Some of 
the hail stones were an inch in diame- 
ter. The fall of hail lasted about fif- 
teen minutes and was followed by delug- 
ing rain and a high wind. 

A sERIoUs epidemic of measles, com- 
plicated with pneumonia, prevails in 
Catahoula parish, La. Nearly all cases 
are fatal. 

At Shelbyville, Ky., on the 23d, How- 
ard Hall took by mistake for cough mix- 
ture a dose of liniment made of croton 
oil and iodyne. He died in greatagony. 

Forty persons were drowned at Pres- 
cott, Arizona, on the 22d by the giving 
way of the large storage dam built 
across the Hassayampa river two years 
ago. 

GOVERNMENT OFFICERS are at New- 
port, Ky., investigating a new style of 
vandalism. For some time unknown 
parties have been dropping lighted 
matches, lighted cigars and burning 
paper into mail boxes in various parts 
of the city and many letters have been 
wholly or partially destroyed. Lately 
the vandals have varied this procedure 
by putting tobacco juice and foul water 
in the boxes. 

Tue Tennessee Legislature met in 
extra session on the 24th. 

Joun Jacos Astor, eldest son of the 
late William Astor, grandson of the 
original John Jacob Astor, and head of 
the third generation of the Astor family, 
died suddenly at New York on the 22d 
of heart failure, aged 65. He inherited 
two-thirds of his father’s estate, valued 
at $200,000, 000. 

Tue Priebatsch Lumber Company’s 
millat Brookhaven, Miss., was destroyed 
by fire on the 23d. The mill was one 
of the largest in the South. Loss, $75,- 
000. 

Tue political campaign in Alabama 
grows more and more interesting day 
by day.

The Contest for Location of the 
World's Fair Ended. 


Chicago Made a Gallant Race from Start 
to Finish, Took the Lead and was 
Never Headed, and Won 
Hands Down. 











WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—The contest 
in the House of Representatives for the 
location of the World’s Fair in 1892 came 
to vote yesterday. The result will be 

ENG the following record of the 
Pp ngs: 

Hxcepting a few moments occupied in ad- 
ministering the oath of office to John B. 
Reyburn, of Pennsylvania, the new member 
who succeeds the late Judge Kelley, the 
House spent the entire session to-day in set- 
tling the question of the proposed site for 
the World’s Fair, Eight ballots were taken, 
and on the eighth and last ballot, Chicago 
secured 157 votes and the prize. 

When Speaker Reed rapped for order at 
noon, there were about three hundred Rep- 
resentatives on the floor. The galleries 
were crowded with people waiting to wit- 
ness the struggle between the adherents of 
the rival cities on the floor. Chauncey M. 
Depew and Ex-Secretary Whitney and oth- 
ers from New York City; Mayor Cregier, of 
Chicago ; Governor Francis, of St. Louis, and 
a host of representative men from these 
cities and many representative men, mem- 
bers of the original board of promotion, 
were in the galleries or corridors interested 
and anxious spectators. 

At 12:15 p. m., after Mr. Reyburn had been 
Sworn in and had taken his seat, the clerk 
ofthe House read the special order pre- 
scribing the method of voting on the site 
question and requiring some one place to 
have a majority of the votes cast. 

Mr. Blount (Ga.) wanted to know if there 
would be an opportunity afforded to pass 
upon the question as to whether there 
should be a fair before selecting a site. 

Speaker Reed replied that under the spe- 
cial order there could not be, and diregted 
the clerk to call the roll forthe first ballot, 
which resulted:

THE HAWES TRAGEDY. 





The curtain fell on the last act of the 
Hawes tragedy in the jail yard at Birm- 
ingham yesterday noon when Richard B. 
Hawes was launched into eternity at the 
hands of the hangman, for the murder of 
his wife and children fifteen months ago. 
An account of the execution will be found 
in a special dispatch to the Mzroury this 
morning. 

It is a sad story of crime and its seqnel. 
On the scaffold Hawes stated that he had 
left a written statement telling the true 
story of the crime, which he wished pub- 
lished and sold for the benefit of his little 
son. The dispatch says he died ‘‘game.” 
The story of the crime may be summed 
up briefly thus: On Tuesday morning, 
December 6th, 1888, the body of a beau- 
tiful little girl was found floating on the 
waters of East Lake, afew miles from 
Birmingham. This was the body of May 
Hawes. 

She was last seen with her father ona 
dummy going in the direction of East 
Lake on Monday night. They were seen 
by John Olson who testified against 
Hawes. R. B. Butler met Hawes near 
East Lake that night at eight o’clock. 
Hawes was alone, and stated that he had 
just escorted a young lady home who 
lived near East Lake, and had been vis- 
iting his wife. 

Jesse Batchelor, a conductor on the 
dummy line saw Hawes on his train re- 
turning to the city on Saturday night at 
8.30 o’clock. He was alone. 

Wednesday afternoon, Dec. 7th, 1888, 
Hawes was matried to Miss Mayes Storcy, 
in Columbus, Msss. 

Wednesday night, when he arrived 
with his wife he was arrested on sus- 
picion of having killed May. The bride 
of a few brief hours has been a widow in 
fact, since she was wed. 

Saturday morning the body of Mrs. 
Emma Hawes was found in Lakeview, 
halfa mile from her home, weighted 
down with iron. 


On the night of December 9th, 1888, 
the riot occurred in which a dozen men 
lost their lives while a mob was trying to 
force an entrance into the jail for the 
purpose of lynching Hawes. Among 
those killed was Mr. M. B. Throckmor- 
ten, the Postmaster of Birmingham. He 
was merely a spectator as were others 
who were killed. 


On December 15th, at 12:40 o’clock the 
body of little Irene was found in Lake- 
view. 

Hawes was given a preliminary trial a 
few weeks later and sent to jail. 

His regular trial came off in due course 
and he was sentenced to be hung. An 
appeal was taken to the Supreme Court, 
but the judgement of the lower court was 
sustained. Hawes’ counsel did every- 
thing to save him but without avail. 

The execution yssterday ends the last 
act of the tragedy.—Mercury.

been violated. The Rev. Mr. Pow- 
ell was putin charge of Inspector 
Jacobs who took him to police head- 
quarters yesterday, where he had an 
interview with Sanitary, Officer 
Frank. The preacher was a strangy 
er in a strange place, and had but 
little left of his junds.

AN INVESTIGATION ORDERRD. 

Following the President’s instrucy 
tions to ferret out the author of this 
dastardly trick Hon. E. G. Raih- 
bone, Chief Postoffice Inspector, re- 
ferred the matter to Col. A. G. 
Sharp, Inspector in chargo at Chat- 
tanooga, Tenn., who at once dis- 
patched Inspector Fred.

The out look for the Negro in the 
Sunny South seems to some to be 
quite dark and in some instances it 
is. Yet there are, as my readers must 
agree with me to some extent. a class 
of Negroes in this the “land of .cot- 
ton.” that almost anything satisfies, 
and they answer the question when 
put to them ‘‘thow are you people 
getting on?” “Oh finely, in fact 
splendid.” Then the world catches 
on such answers and our Southern 
Journals say that the Negroes, are 
getting on well and the Southland is 
the proper place for the darkey. 
Why does he say he and his race are 


doing so well? Simply because that 
class, of which I speak, are the easy 


kind to become content. Then there 
is another class here who are not so 
easily satisfied, and they are those 
who are almost always called by 
many as the grumblers. It is true of 
some of our race as is often said that 
they are not money saving enough, 
But tell me even if the negro saved 
enough money toown one half of 
any city south, and still was as he is 
denied the true rights of citizenship, 
could he or one of the class not so 
easy satisfied be content or happy?

HIS DYING STATEMENT. 





Special to THE MERCURY. 

BirMINGHAM, Feb. 28.—Dick Hawes 
was hanged in the jail yard here today, 
for the murder of bis wife and two chil- 
dren in December 1888. From an early 
hour in the morning crowds of curiosity 
seekers gathered in the neighborhood of 
the jail, and by noon fully five thousand 
were present; a restless, surging, excited 
mass. As the hour of execution drew 
nigh, every housetop in the neighbor- 
hood swarmed with human beings, and 
every chimney that commanded a view 
of the jail yard, was black with the mor- 
bid crowd whose curiosity in seeing a 
fellow-being strangled tu death impelled 
them to climb to dizzy heights and brave 
the chilly elements. 


OURIOSITY RUN WILD. 


Seldom has the world witnessed such 
an eager, clamoring, gaping multitude, 
as surrounded the city jail to-day. Spec- 
ulation as to how the condemned would 
meet his fate was the all-absorbing topic 
of conversation. None pitied the man 
who was s0 soon to expiate his crime on 
the gallows, and it was noticeable that 
the sympathy usually felt for condemned 
criminals in their last moments was not 
manifested on this occasion. 


WITHIN THE PRISON. 


Hawes spent his last night on earth in 
prayer and reading the Bible until past 
midnight. He then retired, and the 
death watch knew that his last night of 
weary watching and patient vigil was 
fast drawing to a close. 

During the morning the Sheriff was 
besieged with applications from persons 
who longed to witness the death struggles 
of Dick Hawes, and numbers of tickets 
of admission were sold as high as $20 
each. The spiritual fadvisers of the con- 
demned, Dr. Purser, of the Baptist 
church, and Dr. McCoy, of the Methodist 
church, were untiring in their attentions 
in offering spiritual consolation to the 
man so soon toenterthe valley of the 
shadow.

As 
the clock tolled the hour of one, the trap 
was sprung, and Dick Hawes hung sus- 
pended between the gallows rail above 
and the ground beneath a limp and life- 
less mass. His neck was broken by the 
fall. 

A few convulsive twitchings of the 
muscleg followed and all was over. The 
murder of Mrs. Hawes and her children 
had been avenged by the all powerful 
and far reaching arm of the law. In sev- 
en minutes after the drop fell, the phy- 
sicians pronounced him dead. His death 
was painless, and the excution was per- 
fect in every way. os 


HIS WRITTEN CONFESSION. 


In the written statement left by the ex- 
ecuted murderer, and which will be pub- 
lished in book form, and sold for the 
benefit of his six-year-old son, Willie, he 
states that his first trouble with his wife 
was when he found her drunk, and un- 
faithful to him in his absence.

HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 


Bits of Information Compiled Expressly 
for Busy Housewives. 

If breakfast-bacon or ham is to be 
served for breakfast the fat that is 
drawn out in cooking should be used for 
frying its accompanying hominy or In- 
dian mush. 

A crumb of bread must not be wasted, 
but dried, pounded and put away in a 
tin-box, ready for breading cod-fish 
balls, rice croquettes, etc. Remains of 
cooked vegetables must be saved for 
soups; not even a leaf of cabbage should 
be thrown away. 

A tablespoonful of ammonia in a gal- 
lon of warm water will often restore 
colors in carpets; it will also remove 
whitewash from them. 

A damp cloth dipped in salt will re- 
move egg stains from silver, or tea stains 
from china dishes. 

Willow chairs that have lost their 
natural color can be restored by using a 
solution of chlorine. Clean cane-seated 
chairs with salt or ammonia and warm 
water. Apply it with a nail brush, 
scrubbing it well, rinse with cold water 
and dry thproughly. Wet the under 
part of the seat and when dry it will 
become taut. 

We know of one housekeeper whose 
husband had constructed for her a spe- 
cial chair for baking days. It was of 
such a height that she could sit at the 
table and mold her bread or roll her 
dough with ease. He likewise had a 
foot-rest attached, so that she might at 
the same time rest her feet firmly. And, 
sitting on the chair, she for years con- 
structed all the bread and pastry that 
the house needed. It took her no longer, 
and was quite as good asif she had stood 
up to make it and had wearied herself 
almost to death in the operation. 

A sink or other home-drain should be 
thoroughly washed out with boiling 
suds at every weekly wash-day. 

A little ammonia in tepid water wil] 
soften and cleans the skin. 

To clean so-called brass lamps rub the 
lamp thoroughly with a mixture of cro- 
cus and sweet oil, stand it aside to dry. 
When dry. polish it with dry crocus and 
chamois skin. 

Yellow stains, left by sewing-machine 
oilon white, may be removed by rub- 
bing the spot with a cloth wet with am- 
monia before washing with soap. 

A red-hot iron passed over old putty 
will soften it so it can be easily re- 
moved. 

Hot fat or cutting bread will soon dull 
the edge of the sharpest knife. 

To remove ink from paper, if not of 
too long standing, wet a teaspoonful of 
chloride of lime with just sufficient wa- 
ter to cover it. Pat (no rub) the spot 
gently for a few moments, using a soft 
cloth wet with the mixture, and the ink 
will slowly disappear. If one applica- 
tion is not sufficient, try a second.—Bos:. 
ton Budget. 


RELISHES FOR LUNCHEON. 


Yhey Are Essential and Should Be Served 
in an Attractive Style. 

The midday meal of the household is 
500 often a matter of indifference to the 
housekeeper, and frequently consists of 
any thing left over, or is composed of 
ingredients which injure the stomachs 
of growing children. This should not 
be so. Quite as much attention and 
eare should be given the preparation of 
this meal as any other. Heavy soups, 
“hot dishes, rich salads, pastry and cus- 
tards should not appear on the lunch- 
table; but in cold weather a simple 
broth or acup of bouillon is always ao- 
ceptable: A well made warm dish or a 
stew, with a vegetable salad, wafers, 
cheese and fruits will be all sufficient 
for a family lunch. 

Relishes are essential on the lunch- 
table, and should be served in as attrac- 
tive style as possible; they should be 
varied from day to day. With cold 
meats, pickled walnuts, sweet peaches 
and pear pickles, scraped horse-radish, 
walnut, tomato or mushroom catsups 
and sliced lemons, will be found ac- 
ceptable. Radishes, young onions and 
cresses are excellent relishes, while 
pickled oysters, salmon, salted ancho- 
vies, German sardeleon and sardines 
wilf tempt the appetite of the most 
dainty. 

A little thought given to these sub- 
jects will enable every housekeeper, 
with very little additional trouble, to 
contribute very greatly to the comfort 
and health of her family, which certain- 
ly should be the aim of every good 
housekeeper.—Louisville Courier-Jour 
nal.

It is worthy of reflection that milk 
heated to as high a temperature as it 
can be drunk or sipped, above one hun- 
dred degrees, but not to the boiling 
point, is of great value as a refreshing 
stimulant in cases of over-exertion, bod- 
ily or mental. To most people who like 
milk it does not taste so good hot, but 
that isa small matter compared to the 
benefit to be got from it. Its action is 
exceedingly prompt and grateful, and 
the effects much more satisfactory and 
far more lasting than those of any alco- 
holic drink whatever. It supplies real 
strength as well as exhilaration, which 
alcohol never does.—Louisville Courier.

Two teacupfuls of soft butter, well 
packed, weigh one pound. 

One and one-third pints of powdered 
sugar weigh one pound. 

Two tablespoonfuls of powdered sugar 
or flour weigh one ounce. 

One tablespoonful, well rounded, of 
soft butter, weighs one ounce. 

One pint, heaped, of granulated sugar 
weighs fourteen ounces. 

Four teaspoonfuls are equal to one ta- 
blespoonful. 

Two and one-half teacupfuls, level, of 
the best brown sugar weigh one pound. 

Two and three-fourths teacupfuls, 
level, of powdered sugar weighs one 
pound. 

A tablespoonful, well heaped, of gran- 
ulated, coffee A or best brown sugar 
equals one ounce. 

Miss Parloa says one generous pint of 
liquid or one pint of finely-chopped 
meat, packed solidly, weighs one pound, 
which it would be very convenient to 
remember.
